MAJ. FRANCO AND AIDS |

GIBRALTAR, July 
a story of quiet heroism and pa- 
tience in the face of death, Maj 
Ramon Franco and his three com- 


panions of their ill-starred trans- 
Atlantic flight attempt, landed at 
Gibraltar from the rescue ship, the 
British airplane carrier Eagle to- 
day, safe, sound and still able to 
laugh happily. 

Along the streets and water- 
fronts in all directions were thou- 
sands of persons who had come to 
see the flyers and to cheer them 
on their deliverance after a week's 
floating in the Atlantic in the re- 
gion of the Azores. 

Crowds and demonstrations such 
as the military favored Gibraltar 
has never known greeted the four 
men. Traffic was stalled and 
newspaper men almost literally haa 
to fight their way every foot 
through the streets, while launches 
in the harbor had difficulty in get- 
ting to and from the Eagle. All 
the British population of Gibral- 
tar had turned out, and there were 
between 10,000 and 15,000 specta- 
tors who came from Spain. 

Fortress City Crowded. 

When the Eagle slipped into the 
harbor, every narrow street of this 
picturesque British fortress town, 
built in the sides of the great gran- 
ite rock jutting out toward Africa 
from the southern extremity of 
Spain, was jammed with British 
civilian residents in tropical suits. 
British sailors, soldiers and ma- 
rines, with here and there Moors 
from Africa in white turbans and 
long robes, while others wore fezes 
and flowing crimson cloaks. Brit- 
ish bobbies, reinforced by military 
police, lined the streets and the 
water front in an effort to keep 
traffic orderly. 

The water front was packed 
with spectators, and all up the 
sides of the great granite rock of 
Gibraltar, where roads are cut into 
the mountain-like terraces, ob- 
servers were lined. Palm trees 
lifted tufted fronds against a bril- 
liant blue sky as the blazing tropic 
Bun increased in intensity. Finally 
the Eagle came into the harbor, 
one of the world’s greatest naval 
bases. 

Several Spanish planes from Mo- 
rocco and British machines based 
at Gibraltar circled the harbor and 
soared over the Eagle) and its pas- 
sengers. VA 

Governor — Flyers. 

Maj. Franco ard his companions, 
Maj. Eduardo Gonzales. Gallarza, 
Capt. Julio Ruiz de Alda and Me- 
chanic Pedro Madariaga, remained 
aboard the Eagle until almost 11 
o'clock, when they came ashore in 
launches and proceeded to Govern- 
ment House, where they were for- 
mally received by Gov. Sir Alex- 
ander Godley and Rear Admiral 
Berwick Curtis, commanding the 
British Gibraltar naval force. 

The aviators thanked the Gov- 
ernor and the Admiral for their 
rescue. Then, in automboiles, ac- 
companied by Spanish officials, the 
flyers proceeded to the nearby 
Bpanish towns of La Linea and Al- 
geciras. 

Thousands of spectators cheered 
and threw flowers as the men pass- 
ed through the streets of Gibraltar, 
while big crowds also had gathered 
mt La Linea and Algeciras, cheer- 
ing and waving British and Spanish 
flags. The festivities continued all 
gay. 

Machine in Need of Repairs. 

It was expected that tomorrow 
the men would be taken by train 
to Madrid. Their machine, while 
not badly damaged, cannot be 
flown until it is repaired, which 
will be done at Gibraltar or on the 
Bpanish side. 

When the men first landed, four 
fruisers of the Italian navy, now 
on a Mediterranean trip, fired a 
Balute. Italian officers had gone 
aboard the Eagle with the other 
maval officials to greet the rescued 
airmen. 

As the airmen called at Govern- 
ment House to pay their respects 
to the Governor, they said: “Nat- 
urally we shall fly again. The ac- 
cident was nothing.” 

Capt. N. F. Laurence, command- 
er of the Eagle, would not com- 
ment on the rescue, hig only re- 
mark being, “We did our duty; 
nothing else.” 

It was understood here that the 
Bpanish Government intends to 
award decorations to Capt. Laur- 
ence and to Lieut. R. A. Kilroy of 
the No, 402 flight, who first sight- 
ed the missing men.

“We began, then, to feel thirsty, 
and decided to drink the water 
stored in the radiator. We did not 
drink it all. There is some left 
yet. You may taste it if you want. 

“The following night was rather 
'bad. It was cold and we had to 

put on our fur overcoats. The sea 
was rough and the plane was being 
' buffeted by the waves. One of 
them dented the left wing and the 
man on watch became wet, We 
were then beginning to feel some- 
what uneasy and nobody slept. 

“We spent the night in the best 
manner we could. Toward morn- 
ing the sea became calmer and we 
were able to rest a little. We did 
not eat much. We were hoping 
and hoping to see some ships. On 
the night of the 24th we began to 
light rockets, but our signals were 
sent up to no avail. Doubts began 
assailing us, because the realiza- 
tion dawned on us that we were at 
the mercy of the waves. Yet even

Stevenson of the Eagle before they 
boarded the boat. He shook hands 
with them and they thanked him- 
earnestly. 

Maj. Franco told the story of 
their landing early Saturday morn- 
ing, June 22, just a week before 
they were picked up. He said con- 
ditions were bad on the journey 
with visibility greatly impaired by 
layers of clouds, There was dense 
fog over the Azores in which they 
could find no break. They knew 
they were over the islands but if 
they attempted to fly low and get 
their exact bearings they feared 
they would crash. Therefore they 
flew around until they were sure 
they were over the sea and then 
came down upon the water. 

Their fuel was exhausted because 
of having flown .so long through 
the fog. After landing on the wa- 
ter they saw no ships for more 
than six days.

ber Of Industrial and Engineering | 


Chemistry issued today. 

Dr. Harrison E. Howe, editor of 
the journal, in the same issue re- 
ports having heard that a company 
put into effect, for a time, a defi- 
nite plan for restricting production 
in order to maintain the prices. 
Dispatches from London quote G. 
L. ‘Lechin, director of the Union 
Miniere du Haut Katanga, as saying 
that the present radium price is too 
low and that his company contem- 
plates raising it. 

After calling attention to the re- 
tail price of $70,000 a gram now 
charged for radium in this coun- 
try, Dr. Moore declares that “the 
actual costs to the company of pro- 
ducing radium are not known, but 
it should be very easy to obtain 
this rare element from 40 per cent 
ore for about $10,000 per gram, ex- 
clusive of mining costs, and over- 
head.” 

He adds: “Meanwhile thousands 
of cancer patients are dying every 
year who do not have the oppor- 
tunity of: being treated with rad- 
ium, which at the present time is 
the only successful treatment of 
cancer outside of an operation. 
Larger production and a much 
wider distribution would mean an 
additional number of lives saved.”

“A settlement of this prob- 
lem will enable occupying pow- 
ers to proceed with evacuation 
of the Rhineland, 

Negotiations With U. S. 

“Conversations have com- 
menced with the Ambassador of 
the United States of America 
on the subject of naval dis- 
armament in consequence of 
which it is the earnest hope of 
my Government to insure, in 
co-operation with the Govern- 
ments in the Dominions, the 
Government in India, cnd the 
Governments of the foreign 
powers, an early reduction in 
armaments throughout the 
world. 

“My Government considers 
the time has come to submit 
to judicial settlement interna- 
tional disputes in hich parties 
are in conflict as to their re- 
spective rights. For this pur- 
pose they are now consulting 
with my Governments in the 
Dominions and the Govern- 
ment of India regarding the 
signing of the optional clause 
enibodied in the statute of the 
Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice. 

“My Government is examin- 
ing the conditions under which 
diplomatic relations with the 
Government of the Union of So- 
viet Socialist Republics may be 
resumed and are in communi- 
cation with my Governments in 
the Dominions and the Govern- 
ment of India on the subject. 

Unemployment Problem, 

“Estimates for public service 

will be laid before you. It will 


be the foremost endeavor of 
my Ministers to deal with un- 
employment.” 


(At this point the address 
announced that plans were be- 
ing prepared for improvement 
of transport, stimulation of de- 
pressed export trade, economic 
development of overseas de- 
pendencies, improvement in ag- 
riculture and the fishing indus- 
try, and improvement of the 
facilities for marketing farm 
and fishery output.) 

“My Government have under 
consideration the question of 
reorganization of the coal in- 
dustry, including hours and 
other factors, and of owner- 
ship of minerals. Proposals to 
this end will be submitted in 
due course. ; 

“Inquiries will be undertak- 
en immediately into the condi- 
tion of the iron and steel and 
cotton industries in order to 
discover the means for 2o-oOper- 
ating with them to improve 
their position in the markets 
of the world. 

“Bills will be laid before you 
for amending existing factory 
legislation and for giving effect 
to obligations entered into in 
Washington in 1919.” 

(Legislation ‘1.48 promised 
for slum clearance and to pro- 
vide for housing in rural and 
urban areas.) 

Liquor Trade Inquiry. 

“My Ministers decided that 
the time has come to investi- 
gate the whole field of legisla- 
tion relating to sale and supply 
of intoxicating liquor and on 
their recommendation I propose 
to appoint at an carly date 
commissioners for this  pur- 
pose.” 4 

Mention was made of the sur- 
vey of national insurance and 
pension system and it was 
said a bill was being prepared 
to amend the widows’ and or- 
phans’ and old age pension act.

UR Browns are back on the 

job today, and the long home 
stand may see a return of the 
popularity that has been lacking 
in recent years. Ever since the 
Browns rose to great heights in 
1922 and mfssed the flag by the 
narrow margin of one game, the 
crip of the team on the city has 
waned. 

Last year, despite a fine rally, 
the Browns were still in the “ho, 
hum” division with fhe fans. 
This year, although the club is 
making a fine spurt. is in second 
place and is four winning and 
seven .losing games better off 
than at this time last year, it has 
received cordial appreciation only 
away from home. 

That is not as it should be. The 
Browns have several really fine 
individual stars in Manush, Lu 
Blue, O'Rourke, Schang, Melillo 
and two or three pitchers. The 
club is lively and full of hustle. 


On the coming long trip away 
from their home bases the East- 
ern rivals of the Browns, the 
Yanks and the Athletics, should 
shriak in the percentage column. 
It is conceivable that the heart- 
breaking pace set by the Ath- 
letics will falter on the road and 
the St. Louisans then may move 
up into a truly contending posi- 

tion. 

Unless St. Louis is to bear and 
deserve the stigma of a “one- 
team town,” fans certainly can 
not withhold some measure of

The all-important fact to keep in mind in the fran- 
chise issue is that the grant of a special privilege to 
use the streets or other public property for a fixed 
or indeterminate period constitutes a franchise, which 
is at law a right. In the days before the momentous 
Smythe vs. Ames decision was handed down by the 
United States Supreme Court, franchises invariably 
fixed the rates for service. 

The effect of the Smythe vs. Ames decision was to 
deprive cities of the power to regulate rates and 
'service, and allow franchises they had granted to 
‘stand; and, further, to subject the utilities exercis- 
ing these rights to regulation only by the police 
power of the state. Since that decision thn several 
states, including Missouri, have created state public 
service commissions to exercise that power. The

The refusal of the courts to admit Madame Rosika Schwimmer and Dr. Douglas C. 
Macintosh to citizenship, because of their mental reservations on bearing arms in 
the time of war, has caused a sharp clash of opinion in the U. § press.

This follows the decision of the Supreme 
Court given in denying the application of 
Mrs. Schwimmer. 

As f@lso in her case the chances of Mr. 
Macintosh ever being called on to take up 
arms at the command of the country in 
which he sought citizenship were so remote 
as to be out of the picture. The test was 
us to his ideas of citizenship and he main- 
tained the right of private judgement and 
conscience lt isn’t the eastest thing in the 
world to maintain the balance between pri- 
vate rights and state necessities. That makes 
most of the controversies in the modern 
state. 

There are 2 good many compromises be- 
tween the absolute authority of the state and 
the private judgment of the individual and 
often in periods not enough Its vielded to the 
latter tO maltntain a healthy liberty, but in 
certain emergencies the former cannot yield 
to private opinion and continue to exist. A 
democracy is supposed to be so constituted 
that its cecisions cannot violate the prevail- 
ing Opinion Of the citizenship. If it does the 
remedy is supposed to be in political action. 
Outside of that the state is supposed to get 
when its decisions have been 
properly and lawfully formed. 

When an applicant for citizenship makes 
reservations which are not granted the na- 
tive born he is not eligible in theory even if 
in fact he would be a desirable and 
cilizen.

R. DOUGLAS CLYDE MACINTOSH. a 

teacher of theology in the Yale divinity 
school, is an honest man. He was a chap- 
lain in the late war and he came back from 
that experience somewhat dubious as to 
wars In general. 

He is a Canadian by birth. but recently 
he applied for United States citizenship. 
Yesterday, in the course of his examination, 
he was asked whether he would be willing 
to take up arms in defense of this country. 

This question stumped Dr. Macintosh. He 
however, that he would 
take up arms if the war were a just one. but 
he reserved the right to @Qvelde for aimself 
the justice or injustice of the particular war. 

Whereupon the examining Judge decided 
that Dr. Macintosh was ineligible for citi- 
zenship. 

This is one of those things that harass 
idealists, but never touch the consciousness 
of most ordinary folk. Most of us. seeking 
citizenship or undergoing any examination 
that involves difficult ethical! questions, 
would make the answer expected of us and 
let it go at that. But Dr. Macintosh is not 
ordinary, he is unusual. He is sensitive and 
ne apparewtiy desired to be honest. 

If there is a moral to this, it is that the 
world as it is organized today makes life 
much more difficult and complicated for

Six years later he entered the 
employ. of Andrew Carnegie, be- 
coming a puddler in the Home- 
stead Steel Works. It was his duty 
to attend the furnaces in which 
cast iron was converted into iron, 
attention of the 
superintendent of the mill was at- 
tracted to this unusually alert 
young employe, and two years 
later Ellis Corey was appointed 
superintendent of the plate mill. 

In 1893, when he was but 27, 
Ellis was promoted to the post 
of superintendent of the armor 
plate department. 

Corey’s married life was very 
happy. A son was born and they 
moved from the modest cottage 
in the outskirts of Braddock to 
a spacious house. His young wife 
stood by his side as a friend and 
adviser and helpmeet, as well as 
his mate, and it was she who in- 
spired him with faith in his own 
ability and helped him achieve 
rapid promotion. | 

By this time, Andrew Carnegie | 
had realized that Corey was one | 
of his “bright young men,” and 
when Charles M. Schwab was) 
made President of the Carnegie | 
Stec] Co., in 1897, Carnegie chose 


the Braddock boy to be his suc- 
cessor as general superintendent 
of the Homestead Steel Works. In 
1901 Corey was made president | 
of the Carnegie Stee! Co. and two. 
years later he became president | 
of the United States Steel Corpor- | 
ation, again succeeding Schwab.

YY THE meantime, Corey had | 
[ been given the entree to Pitts- | 

bure’s society and its exclusiv: | 
clubs. and he was “in the swim,” | 
with his wife still at his side. | 
They were regarded as a devoted | 
couple, always being seen togeth- | 
er at the theater and at balls and | 
banquets, and they themselves en- 
tertained frequently. 

All was serene in the palatia! 
home of the new $100,000-a-year 
steel executive in 1903, and he 
and his wife, both humbly born.
